There Is no tp.iosl.lon that tho passen- 
ger who was put off. the Alton had paid 
his fare.

It regards as a receipt for n ticket. Tho 
railroad Is not pleased with the ver- 
dict and will appeal.

Court may decide that in matters of 
this kind ft rallrond must take Its 
chances and thai It must expect to pay 
damages' If Its employes put a pnasen- 
Kor off a train merely because he re- 
fuses to produce a hat chock when lie 
can prove that ho has paid his fare. 
That would be a reasonable decision to 
which tlie railroads should not take ex- 
ception.

Opal Fossil of u Shark. 


Since they were first discovered tht 


famous opal fields at White Cliffs, N. 
S. W., have yielded many curious fos- 
sils, particularly those of prehistoric 
marine life. 
But the latest discovery 


Is a most extraordinary one, and will 
prove of the deepest Interest to the 
scientific world. 


. It Is that of a fossilized, or rather 


opalized, member of the shark family, 
which was found on block No. 0, at a 
depth of thirty-five feet from the sur- 
face. The Sydney press says that the 
specimen! measures 3 feet 8 inches 
from the snout to the tip of the tail. 
The body Is in seven sections, the cir- 
cumference of the largest of which 
(the head and shoulder portion) 
Is 


eighteen Inches; each section la sir 
Inches in length. 


Tlie 
deeply 
indented 
eye-sockets 


show plainly, "and thin veins of pur- 
ple opal encircle the flsh from Up to 
tip." 
At the mouth these veins make 


an oblong and clearly defined course, 
though the continuity la occasionally 
broken.

sent to London these ond other mat- 
ters of interest will soon be deter- 
mined.

Since the outbreak of hostilities

The dilli- 
culty of Mr. McCormick's position 
prior to the beginning of hostilities 
was distinctly increased by the senti-

McCormick was able to conduct the 
various negotiations without friction, 
accomplishing at the same time the 
more difficult task of practically dis- 
pelling Russian distrust of the atti- 
tude of the American government. 


Mr. McCormick probably will leave 


for Paris the miMle of March. 
Sev- 


eral weeks will be required to put 
affairs at the embassy in order for 
turning over to Mr. Meyer, the new 
ambassador.
